1 . IN RESPONSE TO HIS REQUEST, MISOFF RECEIVED FIRST SECRETARY 
VLADIMIR A. KULESHOV, MEMBER OF ADVANCE PARTY OF SOVIET 
CONSULATE GENERAL, NEW YORK CITY, AT USUN ON OCT 18, 1976. 

2. VISIT WAS PRIMARILY A SOCIAL CALL AND WAS CONDUCTED IN A 
VERY FRIENDLY ATMOSPHERE. THERE WAS DISCUSSION OF THE TWO ITEMS 
WHICH USUN WILL BE HANDLING FOR THE CONSULATE GENERAL, 

NAMELY SECURITY AND TRAVEL REQUESTS. 

KULESHOV INDICATED HE WAS PLEASED THAT THE SITE OF THE CONSULATE 
GENERAL (9-11 EAST 91 ST.) IS ALREADY RECEIVING ROUND-THE-CLOCK 
FIXED POST POLICE COVERAGE. IN CONNECTION WITH TRAVEL NOTES, 
KULESHOV MENTIONED THAT ON TRIPS TO NEW YORK AND SAN FRANCISCO 
THE DEPARTMENT REQUIRES ONLY 24 HOURS NOTICE. MISOFF ADVISED 
THIS WAS NOT THE PRACTICE IN NEW YORK AND WHEREVER SOVIET 
MISSION PERSONNEL TRAVELED, WE REQUIRED 48 HOURS NOTICE. 
KULESHOV INDICATED HE WAS NOT REQUESTING A CHANGE BUT 
WAS SIMPLY INFORMING MISOFF OF THE PRACTICE IN 

WASHINGTON. MISOFF TOLD KULESHOV HE WULD LOOK INTO THE MATTER 
AND IF THERE WAS TO BE A CHANGE IN PROCEDURE HE WOULD 
BE NOTIFIED. 
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
